cent trophy added to his trophy room, the white Polar 
bear he killed March 8 of this spring on the frozen 
Chukchi sea near Point Hope, Alaska. The 10 foot 
polar bear, which stands nine feet high as it is mount- 
ed, was the object of Mr. Belcher’s recent hunting trip 
by dog team in the frozen north. After being mounted 
by Jonas Bros. of Seattle, the trophy arrived here last 
month and was added to the Belcher trophy room. 
Chris Klineberger of Jonas Bros. had accompanied 
Mr. Belcher on the hunting expedition, and reports 
the Belcher trophy to be the best polar bear trophy in 
the U.S. It ranks 16th of polar bear trophies on record 
since 1884, with 26 points as compared to 281/2 for 
the No. 1 polar on record. The points are the com- 
bined skull measurements, with the Belcher trophy 
skull measuring 16 in. long and 10 in. wide. Measure- 
ments are taken by authorized agents after the skull 
has had 60 days in which to shrink to mounted size. 
Mr. Belcher welcomes visitors to his new trophy 
room, where the top known American big game col- 
lection is housed. Interested persons can arrange to 
see the big game trophies by telephoning Mr. Belcher 
at his home, 221 E .11th St.

On July 4, we hope to be in 
Los Angeles for the fights. 
This may sound routine to you 
fight fans, but the only pro- 
fessional bout we’ve seen in 
the flesh was some time ago. 
The attraction for us on the 
Fourth will be a handsome 
and title-bound Negro fighter, 
Zora B. Folley, from our 
hometown—Chandler: Ariz. 

This season, Folley is bat- 
tling toward the top, fulfilling 
the expectations we wrote 
about seven or eight years 
ago. Folley started his gold- 
en gloves career when he en- 
tered and won the Seattle Gol- 
den Gloves event while on a 
visit to that city. He returned 
home only to be drafted. While 
in the army, he first won the 
All-Army championship, and 
then in Philadelphia, claimed 
the World-wide U.S. Armed 
Services title. 

We were one of the first re- 
porters to interview Folley fol- 
lowing his initial wins. The 
setting was the modest home 
of his mother, Maggie Taul- i 
ton, in Chandler. When. Fol- 
ley’s Seattle victory was sent| 
over the wires, the name was| 
completely unfamiliar to us in i 
Chandler. As he went by aj’ 
nickname, even -his clos¢ s t|! 
friends were not at first aware |! 
of his identity. Finally we} 
learned that: Maggie . Taulton | 
—who had worked in our home 
as a domestic—was his moth- 
er and were soon getting 
our interview and writing the 
first comprehensive story on 
the new fighter. Zora B. Fol- 
ley day was recently observed 
in Chandler, marking the first 
time a Negro was accorded 
civic honors in that city. {

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Editorials 
Taking America’s Freedom 
For Granted Is Dangerous 


Taking so many things for granted is very danger- 
ous. 


We are referring to the many privileges and free- 
doms we have as individuals and as a nation. 


Apathy among citizens is to a nation what cancer 
is to an individual. Free people must be aware of the 
dangers — just as individuals must be aware of the 

signs of disease and failing health. 


For example, did you vote in the June primaries? | 
Or, how about the school elections in May? 


July fourth is with us. Does that day really mean 
something to you? It means a holiday, of course, free- 
dom from the usual work routine, but probably noth- 
ing more. 


It is trite for one average American to tell another 
American the importance of freedom. For a good 
many generations we have always had the free choice 
of voting, vocations, education, travel and recreation. 
And so we accept this way of life without any concern 
or real appreciation. 


Ask an acquaintance who was born in Commu- 
nist-dominated countries to get the real answer to 
what this way of life means. Such people are here in 
America usually because of their daring escapes. 
Above all else they wanted freedom. 


Or you might listen to Dr. Nicholas Nyaradi, a 
native of Hungary, a former high official in that coun- 
try, who saw thousands of his countryman slaughtered 
or imprisoned.
